^mmediately every one of the 3,400 
bandages was bnmed. They were 
destroyed secretl y in t h* waf the 
Red Cross naielMiiMM here. 

Everv effort was made to keep the 
matter secret, and it was succereful 
for a while. Officials of tha la ke 
division of the Red Cross refused to 
discuss the poisoned bandages, out 
the authoritive information was ob- 
tained that the bandages had been 
destroyed and that govern ment 
agents', aided by slender clew^ WUta 
trying to solve the mystery. 

The poisoned bandages were part 
Of the periodical shipments received 
at the local headquarters of the lake 
divisloa from Red Croes headquarters 
in other dUes in the division, which 
.eompriw Ohio. Indiana and Ken- 
tucky. , , . 

The box of baBda»» arrived at 
Cleveland from the Toledo chapter 
last week, and was takea to Uie 
warehouse. While women JJJ' 
amining the huge quantity of surgl- 
ca' dressinr;s as to speciflcattons, a 
dark greenish substance was noticed 
on one of them. Investigation show- 
ed that all of the bandages in the 
bo^es had been treated with poison. 

All the bandages made by the Red 
Cross workers of Central Kentucky 
were sent to the Cleveland head- 
quarters, including those made by 
the Bourbon County ChaptOT.

Paris market for the period of the 
^u-. The Paris Milling Co., and £. 
9v Spears Jk Sons have lecclred In- 
structions from the Government 
and began Wednesday manufactur- 
ing flour under the new regrulations. 

These regulatlmw were formulat- 
ed by the mining dIvMdn of the 
Food Administration. They are 
designed to save 16,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the present crop year. 
Under these regulations, which pro- 
vide tor the use of 74 per cent, of 
of the wheat berry ins^, 
50 per cent., two grades 
be eliminated, and the output will 
be listed as war flour of the first 
and seeond grades. 

The change has resulted in a sharp 
decline in bran prices and a drop 
in the prices of other by-products 
also is expected. The Paris Milling 
' o. sUted yesterday thst ttey had 
actically been mairfmy war Sour 
for some time, knowing the Govern- 
ment action would be taken. 

Several milling companies were 
compiled to auspend operathnatesa- 
porarily because of lack of proper 
eqjtilfment for grinding the new 
•flour.

The rigid enforcement of the or- 
dinance TeqmMm^ property-owners 
in the buuiu— 'Mrit reaidehtlal dis- 
triets to remove the snow from theif 
pavements is likely to be brought to 
the attention of the new Council and 
the police department.

No great hardship would be work- 
ed upon owners of property by a 
compulsory snow removal ordinance. 
It would not be a novelty or an ex- 
periment. Siieh ordinances are in 
satisffeetory operation in other cities 
and towns in Kentnekj. They are 
democratic in that they divide public 
service in proportion to the owner- 
ship of property, causing the owner 
of s cottace to shov^ the snow from 
a narrow fhmtago and the owner of 
a large and pretentious home to 
shovel the snow, or have it shoveled, 
from his larger frontage. 

Snow left on the sidewalk is at 
onee an interference with the pass- 
age of pedestrians. Soon it becomes 
a menace to life and limb. Packed 
hard upon the pavement, it grows 
more slippery as time passes. Jt is 
increasinsly danserous until a thor- 
ough thaw has removed it. Surely 
nobody who has observed the condi- 
tion of the pavements of Paris can 
fail to applaud the enforcement of a 
snow removal ordinance or to hope 
that if there is none such, that one 
will be introduced and passed by the 
Oooacil.

HATIONWIDE FOOD SURVEY 
PLANS UNDER WAY. 



Plans for making the nationwide 
war emergency food survey are well 
under way, the bureau of markets 
haa announced, schedules having 
been made to every food dealer, man- 
ufacturer and holder of supplies in 
more than family lots. 

The survey ordered at the last ses- 
sion of Cohgress, 'will cover ^ore 
than 100 different foods, and re- 
turns must show the stocks on hand 
next December 31, and the same day 
last year with estimates of quanti- 
ties in transit on the last daj of this 
month. 

In addition to the survey, by mail 
schedules, intensive surveys will be 
made by agents in 43 typical coun- 
ties in various parts of the country, 
in order that the figures obtained 
by mail may he eheehed. ISlitlmates 
of foodstuffs on farms will be made 
by the bureau of crop estimates. 

"The complete survey," said a 
statement by the bursaa of markets 
"will yield a most accurate infor- 
mation ever collected in regard to 
the extent of the nation's food re- 
sources and is considered an impor- 
tant step in the efforts to place the 
covntiy on a safe footing, fsHtMr as 
the food supply is concerned."

It will grow on thinner soila 
than most grains; the yield ranges 
from 10 to 25 bushels. Clover sown 
with buckwheat at the time of seed- 
ing invariably results in a good 
catch. Both the yield and the qual- 
ity of the crop were effected by the 
early frosts. 

Prices paid farmers ranged from

The hay crop in Kentucky was one 
of the poorest for years. The bliz- 
zard of Feb. 4th. frequently referred 
to, undoubtedly had a most unfavor- 
able effect on the timothy and other 
meadow grasses, also in damaging 
the stand of clover meadows. Slead- 
ows grew very slowly at the begin- 
ning of the season and soon became 
so choked with weeds that improve- 
ment later was impossible. Yield 
and quality therefore were poor. 
The exception to the general condi- 
tion above stated was the alfalfa 
which snffeiMI Mttle damage from 
the freeze. Some clover fields also 
escaped damage. Alfalfa meadows 
yielded well, as did alao the nndamc 
aged clover fields.
